Genoa making no mention of this, we fulpend cur 
Belief of it. Thofe Advices from Genoa import 
only, that they bad had ao News from the Fleet of 
Men of War and Tranfports that Sail’d from Vedo 
the 1ft Inftant: Bur that the Falcon an Englith Fri- 
gate arriv’d the 1ith in 14 Days from Bascelona, ha- 
ving on board 2 Couriers, one for Vicnna the other 
for Turin. General Erle, and feveral other Officers 
came from Catalonia in this Frigate, and took Poft 
from Genoa to go to Holland and fo over to En- 
nd,
